Washington, May 15, 1924 


The National Flag Conference convened at the call of the American Legion in Memorial 
Continental Hall, Washington, D. C., on Flag Day, June 14, 1923, composed of delegates from 
the principal National Patriotic fraternal, educationa] and civic organizations, adopts the fol- 
lowing Code and urges that every citizen be governed by this Code in the use and care of the 
Flag of the United States. 
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DESCRIPTION OF THE FLAG 


The Flag of the United States of America has 
13 horizontal stripes—7 red and 6 white—the 
red and white stripes alternating, and a union 
which consists of white stars of five points on a 
blue field placed in the upper quarter next the 
staff and extending to the lower edge of the 
fourth red stripe from the top. The number of 
stars is the same as the number of States in the 
Union. The canton or union now contains 48 
stars arranged in six horizontal and eight ver- 
tical rows, each star with one point upward. 
On the admission of a State into the Union a 
star will be added to the union of the Flag, and 
such addition will take effect on the 4th day 
of July next succeeding such admission. The 
Proportions of the Flag as prescribed by Execu- 
tive Order of President Taft, October 29, 1912, 
are as follows: 

Hoist (width) of flag 
Fly (length) of flag 
Hoist (width) of union 
Fly (length) of union 
Width of each stripe 
Diameter of star 


THE SHIELD OF THE UNITED STATES 
OF AMERICA 


The shield of the United States of America 
has 13 vertical stripes, 7 white and 6 red, with 
a blue chief without stars. 


Proper Manner of Displaying the Flag 


There are certain fundamental rules of heraldry 
which, if understood generally, would indicate 
the proper method of displaying the Flag. The 
matter becomes a very simple one if it is kept 
in mind that the National Flag represents tha 


living country and is itself considered as a 
living thing. The union of the Flag is the honor 
point; the right arm is the sword arm, and 
therefore the point of danger and hence the place 
of honor, 


1. The Flag should be displayed only from 
sunrise to sunset, or between such hours as may 
be designated by proper authority. It should be 


displayed on National and State holidays, and 
historic and special occasions. The Flag should 
always be hoisted briskly and lowered slowiy 
and ceremoniously. 


2. When carried in a procession with an- 
other flag or flags, the Flag of the United 
States of America should be either on the march- 
ing right, i. e., the Flag’s own rigkt, or when 
there is a line of other flags, the Flag of the 
United States of America may be in front of 
the center of that line. 


3. When displayed with another flag against 
a wall from cross staffs, the Flag of the United 
States of America should be on the right, the 
Flag’s own right, and its staff should be in 
front of the staff of the other flag. 


4. When a number of flags of States or cities 
or pennants of societies are grouped and dis- 
played from staffs with the Flag of the United 
States of America, the latter should be at the 
center or at the highest point of the group. 


5. When flags of States or cities or pen- 
nants of societies are flown on the same hal- 
yard with the Flag of the United States of Amer- 
ica, the latter should always be at the peak. 
When flown from adjacent staffs the Flag of the 
United States of America should be hoisted first 


and lowered last. No such flag or pennant flown 
in the former position should be placed above, or 
in the latter position to the right of the Flag 
of the United States of America, i, e., to the 
observer’s left. 


6. When flags of two or more nations are 
displayed they should be flown from separate 
staffs of the same height and the flags should 


be of approximately equal size. (International 
usage forbids the display of the flag of one 
en above that of another nation in time of 
peace, 


7. When the Flag is displayed from a staff 
Projecting horizontally or at an angle from 


the window sill, balcony or 
front of building, the union 
of the Flag should go clear to 
the peak of the staff unless the 
Flag is at half-staff. (When 
the Flag is suspended over a 
A sidewalk from a rope, extend- 

ing from a house to a pole at 
the edge of the sidewalk, the Flag should be 
hoisted out from the building towards the pole, 
union first.) 
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8. When the Flag is displayed in a manner 
other than by being flown from a staff, 
it should be displayed flat, whether indoors or 


out. When displayed either horizontally or ver- 
tically against a wall, the union should be up- 
permost and to the Flag’s own right, i. e., to the 


observer’s left. When displayed in a window it 
should be displayed the same way, that is, with 
the union or blue field to the left of the ob- 
server in the street. When festoons, rosettes or 
drapings of blue, white and red are desired, 
bunting should be used, but never the Flag. 


9. When the Flag is displayed over the 
middle of the street, as between buildings, the 
Flag should be suspended vertically with the 


“union to the north in an east and west street 


or to the east in a north and south street. 


10. When used on a speaker’s platform, the 
Flag, if displayed flat, should be displayed above 
and behind the speaker. If flown from a staff it 


should be in the position of honor, at the speak- 
er’s right. It should never be used to cover 
the speaker’s desk, or to drape over the front 
of the platform. 


11, When used in connection with the un- 
veiling of a statue or monument, the Flag 
should form a distinctive feature during the 
ceremony, but the Flag itself should never be 
used as the covering for the statue. 


12. When flown at half-staff, the Flag should 
be hoisted to the peak for an instant then 
lowered to the half-staff position; but before 
lowering the Flag for the day it is raised again 
to the peak. By half-staff is meant hauling 


down the Flag to one-half the distance between 
the top and the bottom of the staff. 


Tf local 


conditions require, divergence from this position 
ig permissible. On Memorial Day, May 30th, the 
Flag is displayed at half-staff from sunrise until 
noon and at full staff from noon until sunset; 
for the Nation lives and the Flag is the symbol 
of the living Nation. 

13. Flags flown from fixed staffs are placed 
at half-staff to indicate mourning. When the 


Flag is displayed on a small staff, as when car- 
ried in parade, mourning is indicated by attach- 
ing two streamers of black crepe to the spear 
head, allowing the streamers to fall naturally. 
Crepe is used on the flag-staff only by order of 
the President, 


14. When used 
to cover a casket, 
the Flag should be 
placed so that the 
union is at the head 
and over the left shoulder. The Flag should not 
be lowered into the grave nor allowed to touch 
oe ground. The casket should be carried foot 
rst. 


15. When the Flag is displayed in the body 
of the church, it should be from a staff placed 


in the position of honor at the congregation’s right 


as they face the clergyman. The service flag, 
the State flag or other flag should be at the 


| 


left of the congregation. If in the chancel or 
on the platform, the Flag of the United States 
of America should be placed on the clergyman’s 
Tight as he faces the congregation and the other 
flags at his left. 


16. When the Flag is in such condition that 
it is no longer a fitting emblem for display, it 
should not be cast aside or used in any way that 
might be viewed as disrespectful to the National 
colors, but should be destroyed as a whole, pri- 
vately, preferably by burning or by some other 
method in harmony with the ;everence and 
respect we owe to the emblem representing our 
country, 


CAUTIONS 


1. Do not permit disrespect to be shown to 
the Flag of the United States of America. 


2. Do not dip the Flag of the United States 
of America to any person or any thing. The 
regimental color, State flag, organization or in- 
stitutional flag will render this honor. 


8. Do not display the Flag with the union 
down except ag a signal of distress. 


4. Do not place any other flag or pennant 
above or, if on the same level, to the right of 
the Flag of the United States of America. 


5. Do not let the Flag touch the ground or 
the floor, or trail in the water. 


6. Do not place any object or emblem of any 
kind on or above the Flag of the United States 
of America. 


7. Do not_use the Flag as drapery in any form 
whatever. Use bunting of blue, white and red. 


8. Do not fasten the Flag in such manner ag 
will permit it to be easily torn. 


9. Do not drape the Flag over the hood, top, 
sides or back of ® vehicle, or of a railroad train 
or boat. When the Flag is displayed on a motor 
car, the staff should be affixed firmly to the 
chassis, or clamped to the radiator cap. 


10. Do not display the Flag on a float in a 
parade except from a staff. 


11, Do not use the Flag as a covering for a 
ceiling. 


12. Do not carry the Flag flat or horizontally, 
but always aloft and free, 


13. Do not use the Flag as a portion of a 
eostume or of an athletio uniform. Do not 
embroider it upon cushions or handkerchiefs nor 
print it on paper napkins or boxes. 


14. Do not put lettering of any kind upon 
the Flag. 


15, Do not use the Flag in any form of ad- 
vertising nor fasten an advertising sign to a 
pole from which the Flag is flying. 


16. Do not display, use or store the Flag in 
such a manner as will permit it to be easily 
soiled or damaged. 


PROPER USE OF BUNTING 


Bunting of blue, white and red should be used 
for covering a speaker’s desk, draping over the 
front of s platform and for decoration in gen- 
eral. Bunting should be arranged with the blue 
above, the white in the middle and the red below. 


SALUTE TO THE FLAG 


During the ceremony of hoisting or lowering the Flag or when the Flag is passing in parade 
or in a review, all persons present should face the Flag, stand at attention and salute. Thoso 
present in uniform should render the right-hand salute. When not in uniform, men should 
remove the headdress with the right hand and hold it at the left shoulder, the hand being over 
the heart. Women should salute by placing the right hand over the heart. The salute to the 
Flag in the moving column is rendered at the moment the Flag passes. 


SALUTE WHEN GIVING THE PLEDGE TO THE FLAG 


_ In pledging allegiance to the Flag of the United States of America, the approved practice 
in schools, which is suitable also for civilian adults, is as follows: 

Standing with the right hand over the heart, all repeat together the following pledge: : 

I pledge allegiance to the Flag of the United States of America and to the Republic for 

which it stands, 

One Nation, indivisible, with liberty and justice for all. 

At the words “to the Flag,” the right hand is extended, palm upward, toward the Flag 
ot ie is held until the end, when the hand, after the words ‘justice for all,’ drops 
to the side. 

However, civilian adults will always show full respect to the Flag, when the pledge is being 
given, by merely standing at attention, men removing their headdress, Persons in uniform should 
render the right-hand salute. 


SALUTE TO THE NATIONAL ANTHEM 


When the National Anthem is played and no Flag is displayed, all present should stand and 
face towards the music. Those in uniform should salute at the first note of the Anthem, retaining 
this position until the last note of the Anthem. All others should stand at attention, men 
removing their headdress. When the Flag is displayed, the regular “Salute to the Flag’’ should 
be given. 


NATIONAL ANTHEM 


The “Star-Spangled Banner’? is recommended for universal recognition as the National 
Anthem, 


History of the Flag 


The Flag of the United States of America is the third oldest of the National Standards of the 
world; older than the Union Jack of Britain or the Tricolor of France. 

The Flag was first authorized by Congress, June 14, 1777. This date is now observed as 
Flag Day throughout America. 

It was first decreed that there should be a star and a stripe for each State, making thirteen 
of both; for the States at that time had just been erected from the original thirteen colonies. 

The colors of the Flag may be thus explained: The red is for valor, zeal and fervency; 
the white for hope, purity, cleanliness of life, and rectitude of conduct; the blue, the color of 
heaven, for reverence to God, loyalty, sincerity, justice and truth. 

The star (an ancient symbol of India, Persia and Egypt) symbolizes dominion and sovereignty, 
as well as lofty aspiration. The constellation of the stars within the union, one star for each 
State, is emblematic of our Federal Constitution which reserves to the States their individual 
sovereignty except as to rights delegated by them to the Federal Government. 

The symbolism of the Flag was thus interpreted by Washington: ‘We take the stars from 
heaven, the red from our mother country, separating it by white stripes, thus showing that we 
have separated from her, and the white stripes shall go down to posterity representing Liberty.” 

In 1791, Vermont and Kentucky were admitted to the Union and the number of stars and 
of stripes was raised to fifteen in correspondence. As other States came into the Union it became 
evident there would be too many stripes. So in 1818 Congress enacted that the number of stripes 
be reduced and restricted henceforth to thirteen, representing the thirteen original States; while 
a star should be added for each succeeding State. That law is the law of today. 

The Flag was first_carried in battle at the Brandywine, September 11, 1777. It first flew 
over foreign territory January 28, 1778, at Nassau, Bahama Islands, Fort Nassau having been 
captured by the Americans in the course of the war for independence, The first foreign salute 
7 Oo nee was rendered by the French Admiral La Motte Piquet, off Quiberon Bay, February 
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The Flag first rose over thirteen States along the Atlantic seaboard with a populati 
some three million people. Today it flies over forty-eight States extending across eae 
and over great islands of the two oceans; and one hundred thirty millions owe it allegiance. 
It has been brought to this proud Position by love and sacrifice. Citizens have advanced it and

NUMBER 1. 


The Cushing Homestead, near ‘“Henchman’s Corner,” home of the late Nathan Cush- 
ing. Original house, built upon by three succeeding generations, erected by Nathanael 
Cushing from Hingham, on marriage to Alice, sister to Judge Nathan Cushing, Judge of 
Admiralty in the Revolution, Judge of Supreme Court of Massachusetts 1789-1801. His 
homestead lot in sight. Also that of the Eells Parsonage. 


IMO 2 Es eae. 


The Dr. Barnes Parsonage builtin 1770. ‘Tower Hall’’ home of Horace T. Fogg, Esq. 
Part of original farm of ‘‘King Philip’”’ Turner, ‘‘Parsonage Row.’ In sight is the 
home of ‘Parson Deane’’ the author of Deane’s History of Scituate, as well as home 
of Pickels Cushing, a brother of Judge Nathan, built about 1766. The latter house 
is now the parsonage house of the First Parish of Norwell. 


At the foot of the hill below Norwell Village, at the junction of the main street and 
the road leading to Hanover, is ‘Copper Corner,”’ and after crossing the Second Herring 
brook, are two houses fating each other. The house upon the right was built by Dea. 
Tho nas Bryant in 1698; that upon the left was built in 1728 for a parsonage, replac- 
ing an older one on the same site. These houses are not open to the public. 


NUNS Ee hews 


The ‘May Elms”, home of Arthur L. Power. Built by Elijah Curtis about 1784, on 
homestead lot of William Blackmore, who was killed in the Indian Raid of 1676. Home 
of Rev. Samuel J. May of Anti-slavery fame, 1837-1843 Elm trees planted by him, 
ICE CREAM WILL BE ON SALE, 


Nearby is the site of the ‘“‘block-house”’ of King Philip’s War, and the famous spring 
near the John James house. James died from wounds received in the raid. 

A quarter of a mile below is the burying-ground that surrounded the secood meet- 
ing-house of the +e:ond Parish of Scituate (First Parish of Norwell.) Interments were 
made here as early as 1680. Many old stones are standing and decipherable. 

A short distance below, and opposite to the well by the wayside, is the site of the 
home of Dea. Hatherly Foster built in 1697 and demolished in 1898. Many Town 
Meetings of Revolutionary days were held in hall on second story. 


NNT EF 2t. 


The Dr. Isaac Otis house, home of Miss Antoinette Pray, built in 1723. Fine old 
panelling in various rooms, also a curious closet built into or beside the chimney, where 
1c is said a negro slave used to sleep, to be within call to care for the doctor’s horse. 
House was also the home of Dr. James Otis, member of town Committee of Safety, and 
a surgeon’s mate at Crown Point in 1758, Col, Bailey’s Regiment. 


DOUGHNUTS. ‘‘SWITCHEL’’ AND GRAPE JUICE FOR SALE. 


Within sight on the west, is standing the house built by Dea. Thomas King before 1680, on 
sight of house of Thomas Rawlins, burned in the raid. In front of this house is the lane leading 
to King’s Landing, a much used landing-place for merchandise brought by the North River pack- 
ets. Within sight cn the north east is the site of the home of John Winter, 1638. House now 
standing there built by John Briggs about T751./)4 7 F 

On the top of Wilson’s hill is the boulder placed by the First Parish of Norwell in 1917 to 
commemorate the 275th anniversary of the founding of the church. 

The plaster house now standing on the Pollard farm stands over the cellar of house built in 
1743 by Judge John Cushing 2nd. This Walnut Tree Hill mansion was the home of his distin- 
guished son, Chief Justice William Cushing, for whom the memorial on the “Countrey Way’’ was 
placed last year. In the field east of the mansion once stood the first Quaker church, built 1678 
At the turn of the road where a house now stands, was the house of Henry Ewell, burnt in the 
Indian raid. The story of the attack will be related at Mrs. Murrey’s home. 


MUA EE RS. 


The “Old Oaken Bucket” house, home of Mrs. Isabelle Northey-Murrey. The childhood 
home of Samuel Woodworth. Letters from the poet, and other articles of interest will 
be shown. POST CARDS FOR SALE. 


Nearby is the pond and the mill made famous by the poem. The first water grist 
mill builtin Plymouth Colony 1650. A saw mill built on same stream 1640. 

On corner of the ‘‘Countrey Way’? and Judge Cushing Road”’ is the Cushing Me- 
morial placed by the Scituate Historical Society in 1919. 


This tour allows the visitor to see the type of homes built by the Shipbuilders of the North River. 
They have been modified for modern comfort, but retain many interesting features of the ‘past, 
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Under the direction of Chief Justice Cushing Chapter, D. A. R. 
several old and historic houses will be opened to visitors on

The story of each house will be related, and points of historic 
interest nearby will be pointed out by the committee in charge.

AT GREENBUSH 
No. 1. The Samuel Hatch House on the ‘“Countrey Way,” the summer 
home of Mr. and Mrs, Albert Garceau, built in 1804 on the site of the home of David 
Jacob, the first schoolmaster of Scituate. ; 
On the opposite side of the “Countrey Way”’ is the Cushing Memorial, erected by 
the Scituate Historical Society in 1919. Here is the ‘‘wide spreading pond and the 
mill that stood by it” immortalized by Woodworth’s poem. 


No. 2. ‘‘The Olid Oaken Bucket’? or Northey homestead, home of Mrs. 
Isabelle Northey Murray, the childhood home of Samuel Woodworth. Interesting 
stories of the poet, and of the locality will be related, including that of the Indian 
Raid of 1676. 


In passing up Cornet Stetson Road toward Norwell, will be seen the plaster house of Ste- 
phen Webster. This house stands on the cellar of the house built in 1643 by Judge John Cush- 
ing, 2nd, the only home of his distinguished son Judge William Cushing, Chief Justice of Massa- 
chusetts, and Associate Justice of the Uuited States Court, appointed by President Washington. 


AT NORWELL 
No. 3. Just beyond “Stoney Brook” is The Dr. Isaac Otis House, the 
home of Miss Antoinette Pray and Mrs. Cora Poe, built in 1723. This house contains 
many interesting features of the home of an early physician. This is the centre of an 
interesting neighborhood, and many points of intérest can be noted. 


It is suggested that the stop for luncheon at the James Library, Norwell 
Village, 12.30 to 2, be made between the Otis and Delano houses. 


No. 4. The Delano Mansion on River Street, the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
John H. Gutterson, erected in 1803 by William Delano, the shipbuilder, facetiously 
known as “Lord North.’’ This house has been owned by two families only, having 
been sold by the Delano heirs to Mr. Gutterson. 


AT HANOVER FOUR CORNERS 
No. 5. The Salmond House on Washington St. (turning toward North River 
Bridge) the home of Dr. and Mrs. Hugh K. Hatfield, built in 1810 by Samuel Salmond, 
the grandfather of Mrs. Hatfield. A beautiful mansion of the period with carefully pre- 
served original features and furnishings. 


Across North River Bridge and a short distance beyond, is the old QUAKER MEETING- 
HOUSE brought up the North River on gundalows from its earlier location on the Wanton 
property near the residence of Prof. S, I. Bailey in Norwell. Turning here to the left on Scooset 
St., one comes to BRICK KILN LANE, leading to the old Brick Kiln Shipyard, where the fa- 
mous tea ship ‘“Beaver’’ was built by Ichabod Thomas. Also the “Bedford,” the first American 
vessel to carry the Stars and Stripes into an English port. 


No. 6. At the end of the lane is the home of Dr. and Mrs. Harry C. Low. The 
oldest part was probably built by Seth Briggs about 200 years ago. The front was 
added by his grandson Luther Briggs after 1800. This house is a fine type of a com- 
fortable farmhouse of its period. 


Returning on Washington St. to the “Four Corners.” take Rockland St. to Centre Han- 
over. A little beyond the Church and Town Hall is: 


No. 7. The home of Mr.and Mrs. Herbert B. Chamberlain, built by David 
Torrey about 1720. This is a very unusual house, most carefully restored. 


Take advantage of this opportunity to visit this group of 
interesting old houses never open to the public. 


Those coming from the direction of Boston can make the tour in either one of two directions,— 
taking Route 3A through Hingham, Cohasset and Scituate to Greeabush;—or through East 
Milton to Braintree, South Weymouth, Rockland and West Hanover to Centre Hanover, 


because of construction along Route 3 this side of Weymouth.

On PLEASANT ST., EAST PEMBROKE 


No. 1. The Old Keene Farm-house built in 1698, the home of Dr. W. F, Tem- 
ple, Jr., filled with curious and interesting utensils and furniture of by-gone days. 


On RIVER ST., NORWELL 


(From Pleasant St. take Route 3 from Plymouth to Boston—the Mass. Bay Path— to Han- 
over Four Corners. Take right hand road to Church Hill, About a mile from the Four Corners 
on River Street, is_ ) 


No. 2. The Dr. Freeman Foster House, the summer home of Mr. and Mrs. Abel 
M. Wood. Built by a member of the Waterman family before the Revolution. 


(Continuing along River St., after passing the old schoolhouse, take Stetson Road, anda 
little beyond, at the bend of the road is ) 


No. 3. The Old Jonah Stetson House built about 1700, the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. Gerard Frazar. 


On MAIN ST., NORWELL 


(Take River St. to Norwell Village, and before reaching the Church is Dover St. on the right, 
which connects with Main St. at ‘Copper Corner’? and the Second Herring Brook. The first 
house on the right is _ ) 


No. 4. The Old Bryant Cushing House. built by Dea. Thomas Bryant in 1698, 
and now owned by Prof. Arthur Dewing. In this house a collection of historic Colonial 
wall papers will be exhibited. 


On THE COUNTRY WAY 


(Passing along Main St. to Greenbush, the entire route is filled with historic interest. About 
a mile and a half from the last mentioned house is Wilson Hill, and the boulder marking the 
location of the first meeting house of the Second Church of Scituate, now the First Parish Church 
of Norwell Village. Just beyond the boulder, on the right, is Neal Gate St., which leads to ) 


No. 5. The Judge John Cushing Estate, now the residence of Mr. and Mrs. 
Roger S. Dix, built by Judge John Cushing, 2nd, in 1742, on the old Vassall—Cushing 
estate, dating from 1635. On the hill behind the house is the Cushing burial place, 
where lie the remains of four generations of the family, including Chief Justice William 
Cushing. This historic spot can be visited.

q 
ROBABLY one of the most 


wonderful boxes in the world 
is a ballot box which is the 
property of the Massachusetts 
wy aAb Daughters of the American 
PEWS Revolution. This beautiful 
box is composed of two hun- 
dred and eighty pieces of wood, every one of 
which has some historical value and, as a work 
of art, it is worth hundreds of dollars. Aside 
from its artistic worth, however, the box is 
priceless. It can never be duplicated. 

For over a year and a half the pieces of wood 
for the box were collected. This wood, in large 
and small bits, came from sixty chapters of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution, and 
from ten individuals. It was gathered from all 
parts of Massachusetts, and from parts of many 
other States. A piece from some old house 
erected in the 1670’s; a sliver from an antique 
clock frame; a splinter from an historic tree; a 
shingle from a meeting house roof; a scrap of 
flooring from a ship-o’-war— piece by piece the 
two hundred and eighty fragments came to 
Mrs. Charles H. Masury, of Danvers. 

As Honorary State Regent, Mrs. Masury 
was appointed a committee of one to receive the 
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contributions. It was Captain Charles H. 
Masury, however, who designed the box—a very 
laborious, intricate task, owing to the fact that 
the wood came in all shapes, and none of the 
pieces were large. Captain Masury was there- 
fore obliged to plan the box with the utmost 
care, fitting one bit of wood into another, so that 
each might show to its best advantage. 

The actual workmanship on the box was 
done by a Salem cabinet-maker, but it was done 
according to Captain Masury’s plans. A chart 
was made of each side of the box, and of the top. 
All the pieces of wood were numbered on the 
charts, but not on the box itself. By reference 
to the charts, one can tell at once the history of 
any given piece. 

The John Adams Chapter, of Boston, paid 
for the making of the box. 

It is remarkable what a brilliant polish these 
ancient bits of wood have taken. Of varied 
colors, from black to cherry, from golden brown 
to white, the highly polished pieces form a 
cabinet that would be an ornament to any room. 
The box is greatly admired by all who see it and 
is thoroughly appreciated by the Patriotic 
Society to which it belongs. 


There are few corners of Massachusetts that 
fail of representation in the cabinet’s gleaming 
sides, and there are few historic spots in the 
country that have not contributed some sou- 
venir, however tiny. 

There is one bit of wood from the John 
Adams homestead, in Quincy. Another froma 
tree in the Whittier garden in Amesbury. Still 
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another from the ‘‘Merrimac’’; the “Olympia” 
(Dewey’s flagship); the General Israel Putnam 
house in Danvers; the old Daggett house which 
stood at the corner of Tremont and Hollis 
streets, Boston, and in which preparations for 
the Boston Tea Party were made; a piece from 
the frame-work of Fort Erie, in Canada; the 
mulberry tree on the Dorothy Quincy estate in 
Quincy; the old Quincy homestead, which was 
built in 1635 and burned in 1769; from “Great 
Onabbin,” the golden oak in Enfield; from 
the Old State House; the house of Doro- 
thy Brewer in Waltham, from the Whiting 
elm in Amherst—one of the oldest and most 
beautiful trees in the State. There is a piece 
of wood from the Prescott house in Pepperell, 
this piece being the gift of Mrs. Roger Wolcott. 
There is a piece from the homestead, in Newton 
Centre, of S. F. Smith, who wrote ‘‘America’’; 
from the parlor floor of the Royall House in 
Medford; from the two-hundred-years’ old 
Ebenezer Learned house in Whitinsville; from 
the stair banister of the John Hancock house in 
Boston; from the Adams house in Quincy; from 
the Old South Meeting House in Boston. One 
fragment is from the barn of John and Hannah 
Goddard, where ammunition was secreted for 
General Washington’s army on Dorchester 
Heights. (Old John Goddard put carpet on the 
feet of his oxen, so their plodding steps might not 
be heard, and conveyed the arms and ammuni- 
tion by night in his ox-cart to the waiting army). 
There is a piece from the “Augusta,” Lord 
Howe’s flagship, which was sunk in the battle of 
Red Bank, New Jersey, in 1777. There is a 
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piece from the Eliot oak in Natick, under which 
John Eliot preached to the Indians. The old 
Concord Bridge is represented, and the first 
Parish Church of Concord, within whose walls 
the first Provincial Congress was held. Another 
piece is from the Deborah Wheelock house of 
Uxbridge, dating back to 1768; the British 
man-o’-war ‘‘Somerset,’’ wrecked off Cape Cod 
in 1778; the Longfellow elm; the Washington 
elm; the Hancock Tavern, Boston, which dates 
back to 1634. Nor has the Holmes house in 
Cambridge withheld its token—that house 
which was the headquarters of General Artemas 
Ward in 1775—nor Massachusetts Hall at 
Harvard, built in 1719 and used as a barracks 
in 1775, nor the apple tree on the homestead of 
Mary Draper of Roxbury, nor the Peck house 
of Attleboro, dating back to 1700. There is a 
fine bit from the Jonathan Edwards elm at 
Northampton; from a clock case—a very rare 
specimen—which dates back to 1792 and was 
made in England; from the Paul Revere house; 
from the house of Abiah Folger Franklin of Nan- 
tucket (she who was the mother of Benjamin 
Franklin); from the houses where Deborah 
Sampson and Chief Justice Cushing were born; 
from the frigate “Constitution.” There is also 
a bit from the dower chest of Prudence Wright, 
which dates back to 1775. (Prudence Wright 
lived in Pepperell, and one day when all the men 
except one very aged and feeble gentleman had 
gone to war, she learned that a troop of British 
were preparing to take an important message 
to General Gage. ‘‘We girls must do what the 
men would do,” she said, and persuaded her com- 
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panions to don their brothers’ clothes, march with 
her to a turn in the road, arm themselves with 
long sticks that looked sufficiently like muskets, 
intercept the Tories—one of whom was the brother 
of Mistress Prudence—scare the enemy out of 
their wits, capture the message, and ride with it 
across the country to General Washington at 
Cambridge). There is a piece of wood from the 
“Claremont” and the “Half Moon,” which took 
part in the Hudson-Fulton celebration; from 
the First Meeting House in Hingham, which was 
the first public house of worship in New England, 
its dates being 1664-1681; from the General 
Benjamin Lincoln house in Hingham, dated 
1690; from the famous Charter Oak; from the 
tree to which Mother Ann Lee hitched her horse 
in 1758 while she preached to the Shakers; 
(Mother Lee lived in Shirley, Massachusetts, and 
was one of the brave women who took supplies 
to the Americans at great risk to herself). 
There is a bit of wood from the Eames Garrison 
house, dated 1693. (Eames was one of the chil- 
dren who escaped the Indian massacre at Fort 
Mayten in Framingham, 1675-76). There is 
a piece from the Abraham Lincoln house in 
Springfield, Illinois; from the old elm on Boston 
Common. Another is from the Endicott pear 
tree, planted in Danvers in 1630, and still bear- 
ing; yet another from the Parson Paris’s witch 
house in Danvers, which dates back to 1692. 
There is a piece from Jefferson’s desk, the wood 
having been taken from the spot where his arm 
rested when he wrote. There is a bit of the mag- 
nolia planted at Mount Vernon by Lafayette, 
and of a magnolia planted at Mount Vernon by 
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Washington. There is a piece of the platform 
on which President McKinley was inaugurated; 
from the live oak under which John Wesley 
preached in Georgia; from the lower panel of the 
south door of the John Hancock house in Boston, 
a bit of wood which was doubtless brushed by 
the dress of Dorothy Q.; from the House of 
Seven Gables in Salem; from the Dean Winthrop 
house in Winthrop; from King’s Chapel, Boston; 
from the old belfry in Lexington—from which 
the alarm was rung to call the Minute Men to 
Lexington Green on April 19, 1775—and a bit of 
the original timber, from the Bight Tavern, built 
in 1690 at Faneuil Hall Square, Boston. Nearly 
every period of American history is repre- 
sented in this assemblage of relics. 

Beautiful silver mountings have been added 
from time to time by the Chapters and other 
interested donors. The intrinsic value of the 
box is so great, it is so unique in its conception, 
so beautiful in its workmanship, and so impos- 
sible of replacement in case of loss, that it is 
kept in a safety deposit vault. This ballot box 
is the most precious possession of the Massachu- 
setts Daughters of the American Revolution.

_ The first thing that arrests at-

5 rooms, and all are built in this 
"way. It is believed that the design 
is Swedish, brought over by James 
Bouker, who came from Sweden 

and built the house in 1680. 

Dr. Briggs, who bought it more 
than 40 years ago in order to pre- 
serve it, had it moved from Bry- 
ant’s Corner, to its present loca- 
tion between the Unitarian Church 
and the James Library in 1930. 
The bedroom is furnished just as 
it was when his mother occupied 
it and many of the other pieces in 
it have been handed down in the 
family. 

Neither this house nor others in 
this pilgrimage have been opened 
to the general public before.

4. Sylvester,—Swallow. One of two true Cape Cod houses built by the Sylvesters. 
Contains interesting antiques.

5, Ephraim Otis,—Bailey. Built about 1732 by Job Otis for his son Ephraim, who 
married Rachel Hersey. Noted for original pine panelling. The last Quaker house- 


hold in town.
